The examiner indicated that newly submitted claims 10-38 are directed to different inventions and have been 
considered as distinct and independent inventions for the following reasons: 

Claims 10-16 or 17-23 or 31 or 32 are structurally different immunogenic polypeptides or vaccines comprising 
structurally different protein/polypeptide such as recombinant V antigen/truncated V antigen, peptide sequence having 
the 259-C temninal amino acids of V antigen or 31.5I(D antigen, 19.3kD antigen. 
Claims 37 or 38 is drawn to structurally different DNA. 

Claims 24 or 25 or 26 or 27 and 28 are structurally different polyclonal antibodies. 
Claim 29 or 30 or 33 or 34 or 35 or 36 are different methods using structurally different products. 
Since applicant has received an action on the merits for the originally presented invention (claims 2, 3 and 8) i.e., 
recombinant V antigen/truncated V antigen this invention has been constructively elected by original presentation for 
prosecution on the merits. Accordingly, claims 10-38 are withdrawn from consideration as being directed to a non- 
elected invention. See 37 CFR 1.142(b) and MPEP § 821.03. 

The examiner and attorneys of record discussed the claims 2, 3 and 8 for allowable subject matter. Applicant infonned 
the examiner that a supplemental amendment will be submitted including the amendment to the claims 2, 3 ,8 and 
cancellation of claims 10-38.
